The question as to what can bo 
done to prevent so much Santa 
Ana trade going to Los Angeles 
and induce more country people to 
trade in Santa Ana 
is 
one fre­ 
quently under discussion among 
business men. 
Probably there is no cite great 
big thing 
that 
could, 
would or 
should be done to that end, but 
unquestionably there 
are many 
little things that could be done to 
advantage. 
One of these would he to install 
an 
ornamental 
lighting 
system 
throughout, tho business district. 
The city and the owners of busi­ 
ness property owe it to the busi­ 
ness men to do this and do it at 
once. 
The 
more 
attractive the 
town is made, the more pleased 
with it and proud of it and loyal to 
it will its own people be, and the 
oftener will those of the surround­ 
ing country visit it. 
And here* anomer suggestion 
—one of “ the little 
loxes 
that 
spoil the (businessI vine.” 
From figures gathered 
by 
the 
Register, it appears that between 
$400 and $500 a month of Santa 
Ana money goes to Los Angeles 
for bread. For this, the Santa Aua 


merchants themselves are respon­ 
sible. 
Five or six of them right 
here in the business section (not 
counting the neighborhood grocer­ 
ies in the residence districts) sell 
Los Angeles bread. 
They do not 
make ain money worth consider­ 
ing on bread, but handle it “ as an 
accommodation” 
to 
their 
cus­ 
tomers. 
But why not handle bread made 
in Santa Ana? 
We 
have 
five 
bakeries 
here 
which turn out in round numbers 
3000 loaves of bread a day. These 
bakeries could easily supply the 
stores with all the bread they need 
—just as good bread as can be 
had in Los Angeles. 
Or the grocers might be induced 
to quit handling bread altogether. 
Most of them—In fact all of them 
except one—here in the business 
district as good as told the Regis­ 
ter that they would be willing to 
enter into an agreement 
to 
quit 
selling bread. 
Ii seems to be simply a case of 
somebody taking 
the 
matter in 
Ha ml and bringing about an agree­ 
ment- -either to quit selling bread 
or to sell only Santa Ana bread

DENVER, July 27.—On the charge 
of murdering Lloyd K. Nicodemus, 
proprietor of the Savoy hotel here, 
'‘Colonel" James C. Bulger, soldier of 
fortune, went on trial here today. 
It 
was expected attorneys for the de­ 
fense would enter a plea of tempor­ 
ary insanity resulting from 
overin­ 
dulgence in drink. 
The shooting for which Bulger 
is 
facing trial occurred in the Savoy 
hotel on the afternoon of 
May 
ti. 
^Bulger and associates had made the 


otcl their headquarters while they 
recruited a regiment to he known as

had boon tendered to President Wil­ 
son by Senator Shafrotb for use

Bulger to heavy drinking, and during 
tho afternoon of May 6 he quarreled 
with a cowboy from Wyoming named 
Hugh Clark. 
Bulger threatened

kill Clark and went to his room for a 
revolver. 
Clark, who is a giant, dis­ 
united Bulger and bout him severely. I 
After more drinks, Bulger purchased 
two revolvers expressing a determina­ 
tion to kill Clark. 
When he returned 
to the Savoy and could not locate the* 
cowboy lie entered Nicodemus’ 
of- 
I lice and shot him 
down, 
without 
provocation. 
Nicodemus lived 
twen-j 
ty-four hours.

Since tile Spanish war in 1898 “Col-J 
o n er Bulger has been engaged most' 
of Hie time in furthering revolutions 
in Mexico and Central America. 
He 
served under Madera against Diaz and 
in nearly every uprising in the Cen­ 
tr a l American states.

his revolutionary exploits, lie 
pur­ 
chased a big tract of land iu northern 
Colorado aud established the town of 
j Bulger.

fore it had any population or even a 
railroad. 
Railroad officials put the
